The long drawn oat controversy 
b tween the coal mite operators of 
Alberta and eastern British Colum- 
bia and the United Mine Workers of 
Ainerica has at Jast been settled. An 
agreement t!at is satisfactery to all 
concerned has been reached and sign- 
ed and the mines are once more. in 
operation The’ agreement ‘avas 
reached, last Saturday and was signed 
by the operators but through some 
technicality the representatives of thé 
men failed to sign until Monday. At 
noon that day,-however, the district 
officials of the mine workers affixed 
their signatures to the document, an 


—— {order was sent out from Fernie di- 


recting the men to return to. work and 
the mines resumed operations Tues: 
day tecorning. 

No coal was shipped Tuesday as 
only preparatory work could be done 
in the mines that day but the Frank 
mine and some of the other: mines of 
the Alberta di-trict commenced ship- 
ping yesterday and by the end of the 
week the total output will have reach- 
ed good sized moportions. A reat 
mavy men left all the camps while the

A small fire Saturday morning fur- 

nished the first ceension. for taking 

out the fire apparatus. The binze 
started in-the house adjeining the 
old MeDonaid stable from. a defec- 
tive flue. It was discovered in ite 
incipiency and was easily. handled 
but the occurance furnished the best 
possible illustration of the soundness 
of the argument this paper ha’_ made 
for mouths in favor of trainiag a fire 
brigade nnd of the necessity of hav- 
ing a tire alarm.
